DETAILS: 

The following is a summary of the testimony given at the 
Petition for naturalization hearing of MANS DI^BEL in the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of California, before Judge 
CAMPBELL E. BEAUMONT on January 9 and 10, 1941. The Government v/as 
represented by Hr. BRUCE BARBEE, naturalization Inspector for the 
United States naturalization ana Immigration Service, and Petitioner 
by JOHN SHEFFIELD, attorney-at-law, 416 West Eighth Street, Los An eles. 
Rather than use the lengthy question-and-answer system, it is noted 
that the information contained ■will be that as given by the witness 
testifying and allowed into evidence by the Court. 

The Government opened its case, and 3AE3ER called HANS BIEBEL. 

DIESEL stated that he was born January 21, 1907, at Harborg, 
Germany, and arrived in the United States July, 1929. He filed his 
Petition for Naturalization on July 18, 1939. On December 20, 1940, he 
registered under the Alien Registration Act. On this aprjlication he 
stated that he had been a member of the Bund at one time, but in 
explanation he stated that he had ceased as of the year 1936. He had 
originally joined July, 1935. When DIBBL entered the Bund it was then 
called the TFriende of New Germany," and I BBEL stated that at that 
time the "Friends of New Germany" and tin. irman-America” “ ..ere 
the same association, to his knowledge, a. I.„ i ... i. .;hen the 

name had been changed to that which it presently carries. 

At this point BARBER produced a quotation of the German-Amorican 
Bund which stated that the "Prospective Citizens of New Germany were also 
a part of the German-American Bund." BARBER then produced a certified 
copy of the Articles of Incorporation of the German-American Bund from 
the Secretary of State of New York, said Articles being filed June 4, 1937. 
These Articles were drawn by the German-American Bund only, and no mention 
was made of the Prospective Citizens of New Germany. DIE8EL admitted he 
was a Prospective Citizen of New Germany, and BARBER attempted to elicit 
the answer that this organization and the German-American Bund were still 
the same organization, but without success. This certified copy .'.as 
considered Government Exhibit No. 2, and the Constitution of the Eund as 
Government Exhibit No. 3* It nay be noted that Exhibit No. 1 was simply 
a letter from the Alien Registration authorities to the effect that no 
records were available at that time. 
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DIEBEL dropped from the ranks of the German-Anerican 3und in 
1936, on an order from the Bund headquarters, which stated that all 
Prospective Citizens and all who were not citizens could no longer remain 
in the membership* bI_J£L, therefore, concluded that sometime after this 
date of 1936, the Prospective Citizens of Kew German/ became disintegrated 
from the German-Amerlcan Bund as such. 

DIEBEL had been operating the(Aryan Book Store at 634 'west 
fifteenth Street, Los Angeles, in the DAutsches Kaus putting out 
literature published entirely in America, he claims, in order to give 
the people of this country "the other side of the story." 

BARBER showed how the constitution of the Gennan-American 3und 
divided the territory for the Bund in this territory into eastern, middle- 
western, and western sections. California is located in the western 
department. HEFC'ANNJSClfJflNN was director of the western department until 
he lost his citizenship, there being no present director in the western 
department. DIEBEL has operated the Aryan Book Store since the spring 
of 1936 continuously, receiving no pay. The Aryan Book Store puts out 
books both in American and German, and resells them in order to expose 
some of the undermining influences present in America. 

BARBER produced a certified return from the State Board of 
Equalization relative to the Aryan Book Store, noting the amount of 
State Sales Tax which had been paid from 1936 to the third quarter in 
1940, subscribed by HANS uIBBEL as manager. DIE3EL was manager from 
this date on, although one AlcNOLDf RISSE did the actual subscribing to 
the amount there indicated, '.vhicn was not announced in Court, from 
January 1936 to May 31, 193G. .ISSE was vice president of the Gennan- 
American Bund, and the license for the Aryan Book Store to do business 
in the Deutsches Kaus was taken out by the Bund. The above certified 
return was entitled Government Exhibit Ho. 4. 

BARBS! produced a price list of the Aryan Book Store which 
bore a swastika imprinted on it. In answer to the question whether or 
not the Aryan Book Store had sold literature published from Germany, 

DIEDEL answered that he had sold English and Canadian literature, and 
relative to the price list, noted that this price list was not a true 
list and that the swastika had been superimposed upon it. This price list 
was allowed into evidence as Government Exhibit No. 5, with the excep¬ 
tion of the swastika. DIEBEL modified the above statement by noting that 
he had disseminated copies of the^'World Service", and a l^ay, 1939 issue 
was produced bearing the advertisement of "Hans DIEBEL, Aryan Book Store, 
634 West 15th Street, Los Angeles." This became Government Exhibit Ho. 6. 
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D.CG3.J. admitted tiait this was his advertisement, but denied it had been 
"laced there on the "Y.'orld Service” at his direction, noting that the 
former advertisement had read, "If you want the truth on the Communist- 
J ew situation, v«vite to t’ne So oh Store." Mil.If. further added that, 
while he did not sell any German publications, nevertheless he had some 
to give away. Ko names were mentioned, and he denied dealing in 
"Germany and You" and ".Berlin, Home, and Tokyo." 

J1G2CL acLdtted reading the "Yerliner 3orsen-Zeitung" and the 
"Jerliner Dorsen- oitung" v/hich were identified as daily a.m, and p,m. 
newspapers in Germany. He reads these, but has none to sell or give away. 
These were Government .Exhibits i'o. 7 and Ho. 3. 

BA33ER produced a picture of twenty-seven nen in uniform vrith 
DIG13GL sitting on the extreme left in front. These uniforms .fere 
explained as ushers' uniforms worn by ushers at the German House meetings 
for the protection of guests and those who were lecturing there. Another 
name for these uniformed men would be "Order Division of Ushers or O.D." 
although DIMJdL actaitted the President referred to then as "Storm 
Troopers." Asked what a literal translation of the "Order Leader ox the 
Order Division" would be in Germany, DISB3L answered that he could giv? 
no translation. Also represented in the picture were ILM'Al SCILYIhY., 
former leader of the .Test Coast Department of the 3und, G. .fULII-lf.; klwIM, 
national Director of the Bund, and JfJ'.CKu. The picture was taken 
approximately three years before the date of the hearing when DI33GL was 
not a member of the Jund. This picture was Government Exhibit Do. 9. 

BA.13JR showed JIG3GL an application for the Bund and asked if 
the emblem shov/n there, A.V., wr-s the ejnblem of the Bund. The answer 
was that this represented American 7olks-3und, and special insignia is 
usually on a pin worn by a „.unu member. 

At this point another photograph was shown-DIIoLL, in which 
3I-3X was present and irZTG’AK SCI'.'.THII ./as on the roster. It v/as 
explained that ttiis was some sort of German festival. The photograph 
became Government Lxhibit Ko. 10. 

This testimony was interrupted, and SinSFTTGLD called :!r. C’M\L7o 

a:::.:: podth'i. 

Pi.T3h knew DIL33L for three years, having seen him often at 
the German House, approximately 12 to 15 times, ana had discussed many 
subjects with him. He had never known LILBJL to emit any un-American 
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expressions of any kind. PCUT.il stated that the Aryan look Store 
contained books against Communism, but he had never seen any Gorman 
books there. 

BAT.3^. tool; PETER on Cross e;canination, and PORTER disclosed 
that he had never bean a member of the Deutsches Haus, but had simply 
attended there to have dinner, and denied seeing in the Haus a picture 
of the "Last Supper" with President Roosevelt present at the table. 

The Court tool: over PCETGR, and PCRTEE stated he had never 
seen a list of books put out by the.Aryan Rook Store, but he did 
renenber such v/orks as the ’J'Reo Letvrork" and the Impeachment of 
r’nAi.CdS PEEXIHS." ] * / 

BARBER called DIEBEL. HARDER produced another group photo¬ 
graph vdth the Speaker FRITZ HUH1I represented, who was former leader of 
the German-American £>und, and also DIESEL. The scene 'rra.s at Hindenburg 
Park, now called La Crescenta Picnic Grounds. Again the men in uniform 
7, ‘ere standing about, supposedly protecting the speaker. The date was 
given as just before KUHK’d apprehension in hew fork for fraud. This 
picture was Government iochibit Ho. 11 

GGGER produced another picture with LIED EL standing next 
to SCh'.YIIih, taken at i.inaenburg Park vfhan SCHJIirE was leader of the 
bund. The date was given as some time after that mentioned in 
Government Exhibit ho. 11. This was Government Ex 1 .libit 12. 

BAiGno. produced another photograph, which D identified 

as a singing society to which he belonged, having bean taken on 
.ny Day, 1940 at Hindenburg Park. The initials on the picture, namely, 
A.V., DIEDJL. admitted "could be" American Volks 3und. This was 
Government Exhibit ho. 13- 

BARBER produced a red leaflet which was an announcement for 
-ay Day, April 26, 1936, a few days earlier, printed in German and 
mentioning DIED EL. There '.vas a translation appended to it; however, 
DIESEL objected to the translation, stating that one particular word 
"Volksgenosee" had been given the translation "racial comrades." 

After discussion on both sides, and the Court’s intervention with a 
Jers;an dictionary, it was finally allowed into the evidence as bearing 
the meaning "fellow countrymen." The Court noted, however, that it 
might bear the literal translation "racial comrades", but that every 
benefit of the doubt should be given to one in such times as these in 
a citizenship hearing. Speakers at that celebration were to be 
Dr .ft GIGGLING (head of the Los Angeles German Consulate), I LED AH SCE-flLL, 
and DIESEL. This leaflet became Government Exhibit Mo. 14. 
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JKOili produced a ticket dated April 26, 1936, the sane day 
as the previous announcement, and LIGD'HL admitted this referred to the 
same festival at Hindehburg Park. GIG3JJ also referred to another 
organization which, ortuislated into English, would moan "shooting 
society." The ticket bore the insignia "r'D HD", vrith a swastika shoo ting out 
of the "D." DIG31L admitted this meant^freunde des Huenen Deutschlanu" or 
"Friends of New Germany", and that this v.as the symbol of the Gernan- 
American bund. He added that the old cut used by the Gerraan-American 
fund apparently before it cropped its association with the "friends of 
Kev/ Germany" must have been used, ana stated that the sponsor of the 
festival on that date would have to be interrogated for the reason for 
using such, a eat. This became Government Exhibit Ho. 15* 

BAH3HH produced a leaflet cartoon entitled "History of the 
United Gtates." L-IGBfL admitted he probably had them in his shovr case, 
but never 'sold any and did not remember giving any away and did not 
have it done at his direction. He admitted that AHiaifiT IffrCALFH, the 
artist, may have done it voluntarily, but not at the request of 
The cartoon displays Uncle Gan pointing at an Indian retreating. 

Another cartoon, apparently not exhibited, displayed an Indian being 
pushed over a cliff by Uncle Sam. DXifHX admitted he may have discasssd 
changing the cartoon displaying the Indian being pushed over the cliff, 
into the more subdued version then in Court, but stated he could not very 
well remember. This became Government ^diibit Ho. 16. EIIEfL din admit 
that exhibit Ho. 16 was done by ' lITCALFf. 

lAhlhl; called AlDIfT.V JOHH jllTCALfG. ISTCALFE was born in 
Perlin and is now an American citizen. He met DIT33L two or three years 
ago, singly by walking into the Aryan 3ook Shop, and has dropped in 
occasionally since then. He is a clerk end a cartoonist by occupation. 
Government Exhibit Ho, 16 was presented to him, and he stated that 
llhSHL had show him an original similar to oxhibit Ho. 16, except 
that the Indian v/as being pushed over the cliff. LudlbL asked ; h.7 GAL'FG 
if he could draw a duplicate vrith a modifying change as noted above, 
arid this was done according to jfcTCALFb at DIffTL' 3 direction. 

STIFFIILL took .if CA1Ff in cross examination, and it developed 
that ...fTOALFi had seen the original cartoon originally at the leutsches 
.aus, bat he had no idea ’.there it had come from at that time, but he 
had learned since that it was from Germany. 
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3AIii3El aalled DIESEL again. DIE3GL then stated he remembered 
that the cartoon had been in his possession* but because of its 
exaggerated idea, he had advised ‘LTCAL 7'Z that if it could be rearranged 
;; that the Indian were not throv/n over the cliff it would be suitable ' 
for him. 


BA-IDLE produced another cartoon entitled "Onward Jewish 
Soldiers." DIGdGL adjidtted he had had this at the Haus, This became 
Government Exhibit ho. 17. 

3A1G3.G1. produced a cartoon entitled 4Hollywood", and DIE3KL 
admitted having this on his desk at.the Haus. It became Government 
Exhibit 1 o. IS.' 

SAxBrui producea a reprint of a cartoon entitled "The)dews 
started the tfar - the Jews profit by the V/ar - let them do the fighting," 
DIESEL admitted having that one, also, although he stated he had not 
designed it and that it had been printed originally with an article by 
the "Hollywood Citizen hews." This became Government .xhibit Ho, 19. 
SAP.HGH produced a letter oated January 2, 1941, to the Di'vision Director 
of the naturalization Service from the "Hollywood Citizen Hews", stating 
that the article had appeared, but not vdth the cartoon. This letter 
became Exhibit Ho. 20. 

LTH3HL stated that he received Exhibits 17, 10, and 19 through 
the mail, vdth an explanation stating that lie might have use for then, 
but that the person delivering them would not mention iiia name, for 
protective reasons. 

BAR3HR produced a copy of the paper, j>California Ifeclcruf" 
dated January 29, 1936, in which the name of HATS DIESEL appears on 
page 2. A translation appendaged to it was also put in evidence and 
accepted by D IESEL, but not made public in Court. (SAHtliGTH 3 
stenographer, noted that the text dealt vdth a new 

youth movement started by DIGSEL.) It apparently also dealt with an 
announcement of the German Consumer Organization, which was the same 
as the "Deutsche Kultdertilde." The organization lasted only two 
weeks, and DIEBGL attended its first meeting. Its purpose vras 
apparently to foster German business relations. This paper became 
Government Exhibit No. 21. 
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3AE32H referred to Government Exhibit '.To. 13, which Mentions 
"Euy Centile, enployOentile, vote Gentile," DIEBEL stated he would 
substitute "American" for "Gentile," In regard to these cartoons, BI'EjJL 
m i« he had them ivi his possession because .they were caiical, and that 
some of the ideas were very good for this country, and to explain his 
point, read from one of the cartoons to the effect, "VYe should buy from 
friendly nations for the sake of business and keep America out of war." 
Regarding Government Exhibit Do. 21, the "California V.'eckruf", DIZBLL is 
a friend of PAUL K. LUIL.JLMi, the publisher, and LiXAM; acted as the 
original witness for the Petitioner DIESEL. DIEDEL did not !mow whether 
LEHTTABIT is a member of the Lund, but admitted he Ttes associated at the 
Deutsches Paus.■ DIZ3ZL said he did- not know if the "California Veckruf" 
v.us the publication of the Zund, ".Thereupon BAKDETl had him read a 
quotation from this paper to the effect that it was published by the fund 

At this point BARBEE notea that on December 9, 1940 , DIESEL 
had two witnesses for his petition, both of whom appeared in the picture 
indicated as Government exhibit I’o. 9, namely, OTTO JmIVVUS and V.TT.T.Y 
PUKLIiAGE, the latter standing between G. YiTLHEH i hUEZE and HZii'TAE 6 C 1 T. 1 III 1 
3AR5^. insinuated they hao both stated previously they v,ere members of 
the 3und, and DI-3AL admitted that it must be true if they had previously 
said so. 


BA JiER produced a picture ir. which PORTER, noted previously in 
this hearing as a witness for DI_Z!EL, was shown in the company of 7EIT7. 
KUHh and KEETAD SCIZYIIZ!. This picture was made on Independence Day at 
a Spirit of *76 meeting at Ilindenburg Park. This became Government 
_xhibit Ko. 22. BA'iB'El also produced a circular vrhich advertised this 
festival arid indicated one CRADLES AETrTUZ PORTE" as a speaker on the 
subject "The Spirit of *76." This circular became Government Exhibit 23; 
it was given to 3A,BER by an employ of Confidential Informant L. A. 21, 
and an additional copy of this circular iras obtained from said employee 
and will be forwarded to the Bureau. 

3AE32R produced a paper bearing the title "Deutsches Haus", on 
the reverse side of which were the words "Buy Centile", and BA113Z1 asked 
if this were the Bund motto. The question was stricken from the 
evidence by the Court, but the paper allowed in as Government Exhibit 27., 

BARBEE produced a circular announcing a speech by G. I.ILiIZLD; 
KVhZS on "Americanisation versus Jewism." DIEESL stated he had not 
heard the speech, not being in town at the time, namely, January 25, 1939 
at 3:00 p*m*, but on further interrogation admitted he was not sure. 

This circular became Government Exhibit Ho. 25.

3AULEA produced a card bearing "Aryan lloolc Store, 234 West 
fifteenth Street", and asked if DIEBEL were the author of the statements 
on the card; the answer being "Yes." A staterient on the card was, 

"If ymi are not enlightened cn the Jev/ish-Communjst menace to America, 
come in line." This card became Government Exhibit Vo. 26. DIEEEL 
stated that he did not consider the Jews a menace if the American people 
are awake, but they can possibly become a menace through the power of 
the press and business and the manipulation of propaganda; for example, 
he explained that Hollywood was mostly owned by the Jews and controlled 
by them, and that no German was ever treated as a gentleman in the 
films coining from Hollywood. 

DIESEL was asked if the purpose of the German-American 3und 
was to foster racial hatred or to combat it. The answer was to combat it. 
He was asked if this were true in the light of Government Exhibits 
17, 1G, and 19, being the cartoons heretofore mentioned, and DIESEL 
stated as explanation, " Those things may act as a boomerang and come 
back on those v/ho advocate them." 

DIEBHL said he was no longer a member of the "Prospective 
Citizens" association and did not recall when he had dropped from the 
ranks. He was asked if he had not stated that he was a member as of 
December, 1940, to which LIxELL hedged and replied that if he had made 
that statement he v/as still a member, although he has not been paying 
his dues. 


EA 1 .BER again demonstrated the constitution of the Bund, and 
noted that it provided that each department have a head and a vice-head, 
ami asked v/ho v/as the leader in the western department. DIESEL said 
that there v/as a new constitution now, and he did not know whether any 
amendments to it have been received by the West Coast division of the 
bund, explaining that an amendment is a very formal procedure which 
must be made through the I.ational secretary of the Sund. 

Government Exhibit Ho. 21, the "California Teckruf", was shown 
to DIEBEL, and the question asked if the symbol thereon v/as a swastika, 
to which he answered that it could be. The translation below it read, 
"True we are to the Star Spangled Banner, though German blood remains 
German blood." 
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Referring again to the constitution, "/."herein it states there 
shall be a leader of each division, XlbBIX stated that he could not 
renember the best Coast leader and suggested that Q. GijXlTELT KUXZG 
might be the f.'&tlonal leader. BAP-BBS indicated that the headline of 
Exhibit I-o. 21, "California beekruf" bore some information concerning 
the Hitler Youth Movement, apparently under the direction of BAIClii fifOI.' 
5CKLICK. DI^JKL would make no statement as to v/iiether there v/as suer, 
aii organization in the United States. 

BARBBR produced a copy of the "Free American and California 
Ueckruf und Xeobonte", dated December 12, 194Q. DIE3IX admitted having 
distributed this in the Aryan Cook Store, and he understood it to be 
tie official organ of the Geraan-Aroerican Bund. This became Government 
.exhibit I,o. 27. The paper was originally owned by the Teutonic 
iublisiiing Company. At page 24 of the edition, is the information that 
it is presently ovmed by the German-American Bund under* G. .iXL H.-X' ' I’lAKX, 
.resident of the publishing company. . AHBhf also had a letter from the 
Third Assistant Postmaster General to the effect that the paper was so 
owned by that organization until December 12, 1940, but had ceased 
publication after that date, the last edition having best, marie 1’ecember 
12, 1940. BAllBUi also offered a December 5, 1940 edition of the same 
paper, and it was received as Government Exhibit Bo. 2G. 

EAISBii proditced a copy of the magazine "American National" 
for February, 1939 } page 6 of which contained an advertisement for the 
Aryan look Store at 634 best Fifteenth Street, bearing a sites tika. 

P-IGDA adr.dtted that this was his advertisement, but that the swastika 
v/as put in without ids consent, he also stated that he had not arranged 
for the insertion of the advertisement in this magazine, and that 
perhaps the euitor, ’a*. HUX..11 had put it in of his own volition. This 
magazine was received as Government exhibit I.o. 29 for identification 
purposes only, and not as evidence, as there was no proof that -IfiEL 
had inserted the advertisement. 

BAREST; produced a par.phlet entitled what uvery Congressman 
Should Know," stamped "Aryan Book Store, 634 TTest 15th Street" which 
Dlt^BL admitted to be his. This was received as Government exhibit ho. 30. 

DAIiDBItj produced a panplilet, "The\ United States need not 
Surrender" by Ii.( YIHITE, bearing the advertisement of the Aryan look 
Store, which book IIrBAL admitted he had distributed. This v/as received 
es Government exhibit ],'o. 31* 

Also produced by BATSGn was a leafletGermany lust Perish" 
1IB3GL ad'iitting he sells it. This v/as received as Government Bxhijit 32. 
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BAPJ3I11 produced a leaflet entitled ^'Jewish Democracy Trembles 
Before Uniforms and Symbols." This was received as Government Exhibit 33 
for identification purposes only, as no proper foundation had been laid. 

PAUSES produced an article /'.•.ejected", anonymous, which DIEE-L 
admitted having at the 3ook Store. This became Government Exhibit Ho. 34. 

The newspaper "The/Key to the liystery" was produced by TUG—, 
which newspaper admitted having in his store years ago. This 

became Government Exhibit Wo. 35.

BAB-TEf. produced a leaflet )' r .Yho Profits by '..'ar." LIE3EL 
recognised it, but denied distributing it or displaying it, stating that 
he had rejected it because it was published in Germany and that th hj in 
Arnei'ica Lave inf on-sat ion which is better than contained in that leaflet, 
he believeu it was sent to him voluntarily from Kockablec, Hamburg from 
one KKSSilES. ( It should pe noted here that this is apparently the sane 
person from received cor respondence, as set 

out in the rep ort ofjipecikl Age nt d^e^Decsmber 20, 1940 

entitled et a^,. A. This 

leaflet became ..-overnnent Exhibit Ho. 36. 


LA.CLR produced an article ^Struggle for Recovery", with the 
imprint of the Aryan Book Store, 1004 ‘.Vest Washington Street, Los Angeles. 
sOCEBSL noted that PA"JL/THZ LITZ yias the manager at that address. This 
article was not allowed in the’ evidence, even on the ground of 
identification, on the ground that no connection bitween it and 11—3EL 
had been shown. 


BASSE?. asked LIE3ZL if at the Deutsches ?aus there had been a 
cartoon of the Lord's Last Supper v&th P.oosevelt as one- of the 
characters present at the table, and LI_3JL did net remenber such, he 
was further queried as to whether there had been a cartoon sho’.ving a 
gopher of Jewish physiognomy boring up under the white House. LI.CEL 
admitted having such a cartoon, but that the features were not Jewish, 
and the only indication of Jewry vras the double triangle on the back of 
the gopher. 

DIE3EL admitted receiving copies of the j/’World Service" 
mentioned before, v/hich is published in Germany, noting that he formerly 
Lad been a subscriber and they are now sending them to him voluntarily; 
that occasionally he received as many as twelve copies, but strictly fox* 
his personal use in his own name. 
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In regard to the *Zeitung -.sitting" he remembered that he 
receive] only single copies and that lie subscribes to but one paper* 
namely/"Frankfort Zeitung." In rs^aro to Government Exhibit Ho. 29* 
at this point, the editors '..'ere shown as. F. A. yH'JGK^tj P. 0. Box 21, 
I.orth Hallumad, and ULHICilJFLbSHlA JbU. This -dcbibit was the magazine 
"fljaerican National" which bore the aavertise-aent for the Book Store 
and the swastika thereon. In reply to the question whether the same 
persons distributed the "World service", did not know. 


DI-BbL 'was asked whether on July* 1939 he had been a member of 
the Bund, and he replied that he had not* but was affiliated with the 
Bund club* the name not being given, nor its nature. 


In regard to the Jewish people* LI332L stated that he believed 
the nation would be preserved if only Gentiles should be officials in it* 
stating also that he believed the Constitution was written for Christian 
people; moreover* the Jews should be continuously observed and restric¬ 
tions placed on then if found guilty of subversive work* as in Hollyvrood 
where anti-German films are put out. He also added that the Jews 
holding office in this country should be limited to the proportion 
equivalent to tiieir numbers in the country. 

Sj.d'klwLD called LULIA!,! Y.'bISIfh”. She was born in the United 
States and had met BI232L at La Crescents Park the first time. They 
had discussed 'world affairs generally* and she had gathered that lie 
believed in the principles of the United States. Since then they had 
talked at the Park and also at the ueutsches Haus. She advised that 
DIbBdL on one occasion had stated to her that jjerhaps she does love 
America, but that they who had been born in Germany and had come to 
this country with their children loved it in a way that she could not 
understand; and that the Republican government is the highest form 
and the American people sometimes do not understand this. Upon being 
questioned, she indicated that DIJSuL had stated he -would be vailing to 
fight for America if necessary. The v/itness* allowed to narrate, stated 
she values the privilege of being American more than ever before. 

At the Deutsches Haus she had seen /'Declaration of Independence"* "A 
"j republican Form of Government", Americanization versus Communism", and 
'Med Network", all being books on display in the Aryan 3ook Store, She 
had also seen some newspapers in German* but did not know if they were 
sold there. She had never seen any publications advocating the over¬ 
throw of the American Government. 
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3MiSiP. called 7<L£5DLH for cross examination. She admitted 
her grandparents cate from Germany, that her daughter was studying et 
the Li--aculate Heart College, and that she and her daughter ’./ere also 
study i/ig dorian at Hollywood* Gbo had gone to the Loutsches Hauo to 
hear German spoken; but to her recollection she had heard little or 
none of the lsctures. She had attended La Crescenta Fark gatherings 
because the students at her daughter’s high school had spoken of it; 
and had attended one year ago for the first tine. She stated that she 
had never seen any cartoons anti-Semetic, but admitted that had 

a little stand at La Gres cents from v?hich he sold various types of 
pamphlets. 

Government Exhibit Ilo. 12 was shovm to her, which as noted 
before, was a picture of ulpSEL standing next to SCH.HuC at linden burg 
Fark, She could not remember ever having seen the picture. She 
denied having been a member of the Bund,

3AR33il recalled DIG9LL for redirect examination. LInBdL 
admitted having a copy of the'/’Truth About England" which bore a stamp 
of the Aryan Book Store, on display in his Book Store. (It v/ill be 
noted t hat the "Trut h About England 11 is the publicatign_o£ ThUITl '.

SHLF/IdLlJ took DIGBHL on cross examination. DI^BLL, narrating, 
stated that if we had a real democracy, the President would be elected 
by the people, whereas now he is elected by the electors. He denied 
there was anything at the leutsches Kaus against the present form of 
.unerican Government, and stated he would have no associates or contact 
with persons who would make such statements. He reiterated that he was 
now no longer a member of the German-American dund, having been dropped 
in 1936 on orders from headquarters. 

SHItVILLj produced Government exhibit Ho. 3, being the 
constitution of the German-American Jund, vrhich in effect in the beginning 
states its purposes are to honor and obey the lavra of America and to 
honor the Stars and Stripes. DI1BLL, to add color to this patriotic 
spirit, stated he v/ould fight for the United States, and, under prodding, 
stated he would fight against any L’ation in the world for her. 
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stated that he joined the "Friends of here Germany" in 

1935. 

in regard to the publications mentioned before, he reiterated 
that none were of foreign origin except the "Key to the Mystery", which 
cane fror.i Canada, ar.d that in regard to all his pamphlets, he only sold 
them and they were not published by him. 

In regal'd to Government Exhibit ho, 15, which it is noted was 
the ticket to the meeting at Hindenburg Park as of April 26, 1936, 
bearing the "Friends of Kew Germany" lettering and the swastika, DII3LL 
stated it was not his ticket and that he had not printed it, although lie 
nay have seen one similar at the Haus several years ago. 

Regarding Government Exhibit bo. 16, namely, the cartoon of 
Uncle Sara and the Indian, drawn by InTCALF 4, he believed it had been 
published previously in a magazine and had come to his attention that 
way, but denied having designed the original cartoon which had been 
modified by M7TCALFE. 

In regard to Government Exhibit llo, 30, which was a pamphlet 
"What Cvery Conjressirian Should Know", stamped with the Aryan 3oo!c Store 
address, DIL3ML noted it came from the Petty Publishing Company via 
the mail, but that he had never published nor disseminated it, simply 
sold it at his store. 

At this point, SHEFFIELD produced a pamphlet, the name of which 
was not made public in Court, which was admitted into evidence as 
Petitioner's Exhibit "A." 

LIESEL admitted the followin' publications having been in his 
possession at the Stores "Americanization versus Communism", the "Fed 
network",^"Liberation" (a re tty publication on 'World* Affairs). In 
addition to these, he has had many others, particularly biographies of 
famous Americans put out in short readable form. 

Also, he has had LH'OliTOI'S Bulletin, vrhich gives the American 
viewpoint and the other side of the story, he claims. He denied having 
any books in German other thanN^Iein Kanpf", and no books on the National 
socialism as practiced in Germany, inasmuch as he does not advocate such 
principles for the United States. 
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The hearing was resumed January 10, 1941. 

BAEBi?. took RlEBU, on redirect examination. BAFl'ER asked if all 
the photographs which had been shown previ jusly had been taken years ago. 

A leaflet was produced showing that FRIi. .UHK had become the leader in 
1936. This was introduced to establish late applicable to the date when 
the photographs had been taken in which b^GE£L and AUlIii were shorn 
together. Tliis was admitted as Government Exhibit no. 38. BATGER showed 
EIZ3EL a photograph, namely. Government Exhibit IIo. 11, of DIEBZL and 
XUHK, and EIE8EL admitted it must have been 1936, saying that it might 
have been 1938 as near as he could remember, although he had no 
independent recollection of the occasion. 

EAGER again showed the copy of the/"Free American", which 
stated that Ki.iI-.ZE had been appointed Rational comnander. This was 
Government Exhibit ho. 27. It showed a picture of KUhZh and DIES'.J,, 
and DIESEL believed it might have been taken in 1939, although lie stated 
he would have to check up, however, on the records. DIE3EL said there 
was no notation on the picture to the effect that at that time KU1ZE was 
the Rational commander. 


3Aiv3ER produced a copy of the Alien Registration Act form, which 
was allowed as Government Exhibit No. 39; and in regard to Question 10 
which asks for a listing of memberships and societies, DIE3EL said he 
stated, "I have been a member of the German-American Bund" but did not 
mention he was one of the Prospective Citizens. In reply to Question 15, 
whether he had been a member of the Citizens or officer of the board to 
influence public relations or the politics of foreign nations, DIESEL 
stated that he had not* 



In regard to Government Exhibit No. 16, a cartoon entitled 
>"Kistory of the United States", BARBER asked if DIEBKL had requested the 
cut to be made by the Angelus Publishing Company at 857 San Pedro Street, 
Los Angeles. DIEBKL hesitated, then stated he could not remember whether 
he had any cartoon work done or not. 




(It will be noted that!Confidential Informan 


mately the middle of the year iy3y, SCHWIKK and Diilffl! had come in and 
requested cuts made of certain cartoons which bore the name on the back - 
J. EjJiCCTCALFE. It is noted that &ETCALFE was the artist who drew the 
modified copy of Uncle Sam pushing the Indian over the cliff, 
cartoon DIEDEL denied ordering. Confidential Informantj 
that DIEBKL and SCIi.VIHK ordered one or two cartoons a ninth, also, vriiich 
they charged to the Deutsches Kaus, and once or twice to SCISiUt., but 
never to DIEDKL.) 
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DIESEL admitted that he paid approximately 75 cents per month 
dues while a member of the ^Prospective Citizens* and also ’'Friends of 
Few Germany." BAILS EH showed him a blank form of the Gernan-Amerlcan 
fund applications for membership, and £113EL admitted having seen it 
at the Deutsches Haus. The monthly fee there was also 75 cents, and 
BARBER tried to show a connection between the two organizations, due to 
similarity of dues - all objections to this evidence being admitted were 
sustained. 

SHEFFIELD took IIEBEL on cross examination. DIEDEL stated that 
the only foreign matter that had been sold in his store was "Hein Kampf", 
and that none of the literature produced by the government had been 
written by DIBDEL. 

BARBER took BIEBEL on redirect examination. DI13CL explained 
that at their meetings German and English both were spoken and at these 
meetings salutes /fere given consisting of the outstretched arm and open 
palm - which he explained is a gesture of peace and symbolic of the 
German-American Bund, He denied any recollection of any exclamation 
being given contemporaneously with the salute. 

In regard to Government Exhibit Ho. 34, which was a poem 
entitled "Rejected", DIE3EL stated he had it about his store, having 
believed it vfas humor, but made no comment on the phrase "There is no 
place in hell for the President of the United States." 

DIESEL stated the purpose of the Blind was to combat anti-Ceman 
feeling, and said it is a political organization of necessity because 
of the German political persecution in the United States. 

DIESEL stated again that he had received no pay as manager of 
the book store and that the money received had been put into rent or 
paid to the Gerraan-American Bund, which held the license for the 
Deutsches Kaus and refilled its stock. From the State Board of 
Equalization statistics, it v/as shown that the total amount of sales 
from January, 1936, the third quarter of 1940, totaled a little over 
two thousand dollars. BIEBEL reiterated that he had a little account 
of his own and received his meals at the Deutsches Haus. 

DIESEL stated he had gone to the Hew York national Convention 
of the German-American Bund with HERIIAIH GCKWIWH, acting in the capaoity 
of chauffeur, and that he also accompanied him on tours of Bund units 
in Oregon, although he, 3IEBBL, had never spoken at any occasion. 
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The Court queried If his uniform had been worn at these times, and 
La&BBL ansv/ered that he had worn his usher's uniform (otherwise known 
as the Order Division uniform), but had no pin with the initials A.V. 
with the swastika rising from iu (American Volks-Bimd). BIE3HL stated 
he did not speak because he was not qualified, and that his entire 
reason for going in 1937 had been to accompany SCKSIHN in uniform, 
and although SCHWINN had worn his uniform on some occasions, DIE3CL 
did not remember if it were a long tunic vrlth a San Browne belt as had 
been evidenced in some of the pictures produced by the Government. 

DIEB'EL made a trip to Germany in June, 1936, returning in 
October, for the purpose of seeing his relatives and the Olympic Games. 
Before this trip he had occasionally visited ships with SCI7w1N» , not 
to see any particular persons or to receive any nail, but rather to see 
friends entering or returning. 

He had never received any military calls from Germany, and 
he knew of no such calls being given. 

lie had met Dr. GIGGLING, the Los Angeles Consul, on a few 
occasions, but they were very limited. 

S'iZFFIBLD took DIK3BL on cross examination. DliCEL stated 
that all the meetings held at the Deutsches Haus and elsewhere opened 
with the Gtar Spangled Banner. 

BANDER took DI3BEL again on redirect examination. DIJ3EL 
stated that the salutes were given voluntarily at the meetings at 
Hindenburg Park referred to above, with the exclamation, "For Free 
America" mostly, and he could not remember any others. All were in 
the English language, and the exclamation "Neil Hitler" was never given. 
The speaker at this time would also give the same salute with the 
outstretched hand and the palm down, vdth the cry, "For Free America." 

BA-iBHk produced a copy of the "Free American" dated 
February 20, 1939, which showed the purposes and address of the Gernan- 
American Bund and bears the stamp of the Aryan Book Store. This 
apparently contained speeches of some of the members of the Bund and 
was received into evidence as Government Exhibit No. 40 for the purpose 
only of identifying the purposes of the Bund, as explained in the 
speeches.

JiV'J-i produced a paper published ir. Germany ■which was 
identical with the cartoon, Government Exhibit 17, namely, "Gnv.ara 
Jewish Soldiers", and asked if it were the source from which DIE3EL 
had obtained Government Exhibit 17. Tie answered that it was not 
further that the cartoon it. Question was a reprint according to 
ti:e very statement thereon. To emphasize his position, he translated 
the last line on the cartoon, namely, a resolution by the anti-Comunis t 
Federation of America adopting the cartoon on ''Washington 1 s Birthday, 
February 22, 1939. The publishers of this paper were located as 
indicated on the editorial page, in Furemberg, Germany. It was offeree 
by as being significant that blXELX had a similar cartoon to 

that as published by a German magazine in his bookstore. This ‘./as 
received into evidence as Exhibit 41. 

In regard to C-overrment Exhibit 29, a photograph, IIG3BL 
stated that the uniforms do not indicate they are members of the 
German—American Bund, although those who v/ear the sticl:pin bearing the 
initials A.V. are members of the Bund. SCX.VIIIF, hUlTiJ, and others 
were wearing such a pin. LTF3JL hedged and said he understood that 
KUbZb and SCHWIK. are members, but that many others conceal this 
identification for their a/m protection. 

SMFFi-Ti&D took LIGBhL for cross examination. SIMTGI.XD 
showed him government Exhibit 17, a cartoon, and DIB'liL claimed that 
he had nothing to do with the writing or dictating of that cartoon or 
the writing below and had never sent it in the mail to anyone in 
this country' or to Germany. 

In regard to Government Exhibit 41, the paper mentioned 
previously containing the cartoon "Onward Jewish Soldiers", LIEBBL 
stated that lie did not create the cartoon dictated or bring it to the 
attention of the publishers, and lias no idea how it cane to be in 
that German paper. 

In regard to the salute mentioned, when asked if "Beil 
hitler" or .the raised am bent at the elbow in J!azi fashion had been 
given at these meetings, DHJBFL stated he would have quit the organisa¬ 
tion if sucli had occurred. 

BATlFhu again examined DIGBBL. JlhBhL stated that the meaning 
of the expression, "For Free America", which he indicated was given 
sometimes with the salute, was to free America from Conmunism and also 
fron the Jen/s in the sense that many ‘writers say that the big Comunis ts 
in this country are Jews. DIFDhL said that he had no picture of ITi'LXI, 
although he had a small statue of him, as well as a picture of GGOBGB 
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BARBER called :ir. BU.'flUD JAtGS* CAIB-'GBLL. CA PDIXL is a 
citizen of the United States end a United States Tail carrier, whose 
route has taken him past the/lentsches Haus for seventeen years. He 
iiau become acquainted with ]iAb'G BILBBL, and in tho book store had seen 
a picture of HITLER on his book Vliein Kanpf n , although he had seen no 
other German publications. Some time ago -while in the store/ he 
noticed that ■when the bookcase was at the right-hand side of the door 
of the Deutsches Haus as you entered, two nen and several women 
entered and .clicked their heels and gave a salute to the bookcase, with 
the right hand held a little bit above horizontal, palm down, shoulders 
straight, and apparently to the picture of HITLAi in that bookcase. 

Also,, there were two cartoons in the bookcase, one that of 
the Lord ’5 Last Supper, showing President Poosevelt as the Lord with 
his twelve Apostles, ana no names being given, but all were of definite 
Jevrish character; the other cartoon was a picture of a gopher burrowing 
a large hole under the Yihite House, coining up under it. Its head Tfas 
significantly Jewish, with a large Jevrish nose. 

CAUDILL had delivered bundles of papers and magazines, many 
of them bearing German stamps and postmarks. These were of frequent 
arrival some time before this hearing, but of recent date not so often. 
Many of them came to GCH./ILL, and many to the Aryan Book Store and to 
DIB3SL. CAMPBELL noted, on query from tha Court, that some of the 
literature was closed and some unclosed, and many were daily newspapers 
and some books, 

SIlTFFIHLD took CAGES'LL on cross examination, CAPGdLL did 
not remember seeing any photographs in the book store, except the 
photograph of BITLEH on his book "i’ein Kampf", which, he stated, was a 
full-length picture of HITLER, standing with the cover facing out, so 
that all passing the bookcase could see, and not in the usual manner 
of books in a bookcase, with the end protruding. Koivever, he did 
admit that the bookcase was a show case on the wall; and that all the 
books were turned out. He also admitted that the incident of the 
persons saluting to the books apparently, happened tv/o or three years 
ago, and that D1E3EL v/as not in the immediate presence of those 
persons, and that he had never seen them before or since. 

With regard to the bundles he had carried to the Deutsches 
Haus, he carried many copies of some editions of unidentified literature 
in such abundance that a truck was needed to trail sport them. 
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SHEFFIELD showed him a cartoon of a gopher pushing up under 
the Whits house, and CAMPBELL stated that in the one he had seen, the 
tunnel seemed to be longer than the one in the present cartoon. 

CAMPBELL admitted never hearing any references made by 
Dfif3Hi that were un-American, 

SIIKFTIELD showed CAMBELL another cartoon, and CAIjPBELL 
denied that this 7/as the sane one that he had previously identified as 
being that of the Last Supper, with President iloosevelt represented. 

BABBLE called HOY PETM.VABDCLB. He is an optician and a 
citizen of the United States, and worked with BIBBEL for seven or 
eight years in the optical shop.

Some 
discussion was had viith the Cou.-t as to the extent of her vision. 

SKjSFFIuLD called BA.iL DRUGB.jpO..'DLL. POT.iLL identified himself 
as an American citizen born in ’.dryland who knew DIUBUL about three 
years at the Bund hall ana at the picnics at Kindenburg Park, having 
first met hiia in January or February, 1938. PCWBLL was not a member of 
the Lund and never has been. Ke had discussed politics briefly \7ith 
LT .-iR~.iJ. , 7^0 always stated that many Americans did not realize the 
benefits of American citizens, as well as those of foreign birth. 

FQW3LL had never seen a cartoon at the Deutsches Ilaus of the 
Lord’s Supper as referred to above, although he stated it may have been 
there. He had never seen anything advocating National Socialism, and 
recalled reading an article in which IHTLLIR states that the National 
Socialism is not for export, believing that this meant it was solely for 
Gernans in Germany. 

DARDJUl took PO. TJ.T. on cross examination. Under heavy 
questioning, FOiVULL concluded by stating that he went to the Aryan 
Book Store to get literature on the Jews, describing them as "an 
Oriental race of parasites." 

SKiLKFTULO called LIrs. HBLBK IlIGHT . She had known DIU3BL 
about five years, and is a citizen born in Denver, first meeting him 
in the Aryan Book Store. She was not a member of the Bund. She had 
discussed politics with DIEBEL, and he had never opposed anything 
American, but rather had advocated a pure form of American Government, 
always stating that national Socialism v/as a fine thing in Germany but 
not in America, and that our form of Government was superior to almost 
"any in the ?lorld."

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In the look Store she had seen a leaflet put out by ED HQiTCN, 
which leaflet had authenticated documents, some being printed in England 
and others in Canada. She had never seen any literature advocating any 
form of government or advocating national Socialism for the United States. 

She had been to many lectures in the Deutsches Haus which were 
open to the public, although some of the inner movements, she noted, were 
not open to the public. 

BANBEt took Its. LIGHT on cross examination. I'rs. LIGHT noted 
that the salute was given at these lectures, namely, the outstretched arm 

7 iith the hand down, palm open, and the speaker would say "free America" 

and the audience would say/ it v/ith him. At this point EAIUNfl put into 
evidence literature by Eb/lOIfTON, namely, talGGSEYELT’S Jewish Lineage", 
making no comment. Tills was entitled Cevefcrnnent Exhibit No. 46. 

SIIEFl'IELE called X2'I.JTi -JB2XANDEI. ALEXAIJCfci; claimed to have 
been a citizen since 1914; and sta. 3d that he was in the United States 
Army and Navy both durin- the War, although he had never joined the Le ion, 

and that he was of Scotch descent, he stated that he is not a member of 

the Bund and never intends to be. He first met BIEDEL at the Deutsches 
Haus, and believes that DILBiL would make a good citizen and that he does 
not advocate National Socialism. As an added comment on KITLKr.’S 
".My Battle", he noted that this advocated National Socialism but not for 
the United States, 


BARKER took ALEXANDER on cross examination. ALI3UND3H noted 
that "My -atile 11 stands for National Socialism for Germany. 

SIIdr'FILLD called DIESEL for direct examination. SNEFTIELD 
presented a pamphlet containing a cartoon of the Lord’s Sup-.er and also 
a cartoon of the White house and the gopher pushing up under it. (These 
evidently were attempts by SHEFFIELD to show the innocuous type of 
cartoons.) These were received as the Petitioner's Exhibits "N" anG "J." 
He also presented a copy of "Mein Kair.pf” -with a picture of iiiTL-f, on it, 
but not a full pose as former v/itness GAIT3ELL had testified, but a bust 
only. DIL34L noted that this was in the bookcase in the Aryan Book Store 
and that the picture of HITLER on the book cover was turned so that 
persons could receive a full view of it. The cover of this book was 
received as Petitioner’s ibchibit ”D." 
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BARBER took DIESEL on cross examination. DlEBEL admitted that 
he night have had books in the library -written in German, such as 
"Mein Karapf", but he never put then on the book shelf because he did not 
r/lsh to have German publications sold there, wish regard to Exhibit "C", 
he stated he never had a cartoon with a human head on the body of the 
gopher. 


He admitted that he had previously made a statement that he 
would some day perhaps become a member of the Dund, depending on the 
attitude of the head office; and then on further query on this, as to 
the attitude of the head office, he stated that danger lies there and 
if the condition is not changed "we’ll have to cover up our activities 
a little more." iVhen questioned as to his explanation of these covered 
activities, he attempted to explain that in time of war emergency there 
is concurrent persecution and the Dund would probably step in line with 
the American defense program; for since the Bund has attacked Jerws, in 
time of war the Jews have a good chance through their powers in 
V,Washington to attack the 3und. 


The Court entered into the discussion, and noted that it had 
not obtained a full comprehension of DIBBEL’S explanation of covering 
up their activities, and suggested that he explain rore fully. DlEBEL 
stated that the American Eund is trying to prevent America from going 
into war, and that in time of war it will fall in line with the cefense 
program of the United States for protection of its members from the war 
mongers, the Jews. (The original statement and explanation were left in 
this confused state. DIESEL offered no elucidation, and the Court noted 
it would take the matter under advisement, and requested Mr. BRUCE BA3DR 
to furnish the Court v/ith transcripts of the testimony in this.case.)

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent 


Under date of March 5, 1941 BRUCE BARBER, Naturalization 
Examiner, was contacted regarding the status of Subject's petition for 
citizenship, which was being considered by Judge CAMPBELL E, BEAUMONT, 
United States District Court. An effort was made to ascertain the 
origin of the various exhibits presented in behalf of the Government's 
case during the Court hearing. However, BARBER stated that he did not 
know exactly where the exhibits came from, but that he believed the 
exhibits were furnished in part by ANDREW J. METCALF, NEIL HOWARD MESS, 
LEON LEWIS of "News Letter", JOSEPH SINGER, former Deputy District 
Attorney for Los Angeles County, and from the Naval Intelligence Divi¬ 
sion at San Pedro, California, 


BARBER further advised that HANS DIESEL contacted him approxi¬ 
mately two weeks previous, and advised him tele phonic ally that he had 
lost his position at the Pacific States Optical Company, due to the 
unfavorable publicity he had received in the newspapers concerning the 
hearing; that he was having great difficulty in obtaining other employ¬ 
ment for the saine reason, and if the Judge’s decision regarding his 
citizenship was unfavorable, he would probably leave Los Angeles, change 
his name, and try to get a start somewhere elso in the United States.

Clerk, United States District Court, Southern District of California, 
telephonic ally advised BARBER that Judge CAMPBELL E. BEAUMONT had 
handed down an unwritten decision a few moments before, denying the 
citizenship petition of DEEBEL.

JOHN HANS ADAMS’ SCHMIDJ.-was interviewed, and stated that 
he goes by the name of JOHN ADAMS SCHMIDT; that he was bom at Spyer, 
Bavaria, February 11, 1385; that he was naturalized in 1908 or 1909, 
at Billings, Montana; that he served in the United States Army from 
February, 1913 to December, 1918, having a rank of 2nd Lieutenant; 
that he held the rank of Captain in the National Guard for a short 
period after the war, and that he had presently been retired from the 
United States Amy due to disability. 


SCHMIDT advised that both he and his wife were members of 
Friends of New Germany for a periodof eight, or nine months in 1933 
and 1934, when Captain HANS FRITZ vPJCfE was the group leader. Ho AcH 
vised that they joined the organizat^r^^obtain information in cai- 
nection with work he was doing SCHMIDT asserted that 

he had obtained information and document^concerning German activities 
in this area from time to time, and that same had been turned over to 


A 


He further stated that the uniforms worn by DIEBEL and his 
associates were actually the uniforms of the Stom Troopers (Sturm 
Abteilung~S,R.), and that the above-mentioned Storm Troopers had been 
trained in rough and tumble street fighting. 


During the above-mentioned interview, the writer arrived 
at the conclusion that SCHMIDT was unable to furnish any information 
of value concerning the present Nazi activities in this area, due to 
the fact that he has had no connections whatever with such activities 
for the past six years. 


A check of the newspaper morgues of the "Los Angeles Times 1 ', 
the "Herald and Express", and "The News", failed to reflect any infor¬ 
mation concerning DIEBEL, other than the publicity afforded DIEBEL 
as the result of his petition for citizenship. Among the clippings 
it was noted that Mrs. HELENd/l/ftlGHT testified in DIEBEL*S behalf, 
as did E/LRL BRUCB-* POWELL; that they were both anti-Semitic. Mrs. 
LAURA"BIKK testified for the Government concerning her purchases of 
propaganda from the Aryan Book Store, operated by DIEBEL. 


It was also stated in one of the newspapers that DIEBEL 
identified a picture exhibited in court as of MAX SCHWINN making a 
speech, and that he was flanked by himself and RE IN HOLD KUSCKE, 
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A photostatic copy of the Aryan Book Store publication list 
entitled "Truth Brings Liberation", which price list bears the Ger¬ 
man swastika, was obtained, and is being made a part of the Los 
Angeles file of this case. The price list indicates the availability 
of many documents of a propaganda nature, and also indicates that 
there are many other publications available. At the bottom of the 
price list is a statement "Publicity is the BEST CURE for all public 
evil 11 . "We carry the biggest selection of anti Jewish-Communistic 
literature in the country." 

Photostatic copies of an application for permit to engage in 
business as a retailer, filed with the State Board of Equalization 
by the German - American Bund, a corporation, on May 27, 1938, to 
operate a book store, together with a schedule of returns filed by 
the German - American Bund, as furnished by DEXWELL L. PIERCE, Sec¬ 
retary, State Board of Equalization, for use in the hearing of DIESEL'S 
petition for citizenship, were obtained, and are being made part of 
the Los Angeles file of this case.

tive about the purpose of this trip and had never com mented about what 
he did in Chicago. It was ascertained fromthat Subject DIEBEL 
retained his room during his ab sent 


DIESEL had intimated tol^^^|^pthat he did not 
long he would be in Chicago but that he liked his room and 
desired to keep it rather than forego the risk of its being rented to 
someone else. 


ladvised that Subject never appeared flush with 
money but he always paid his bills promptly and seemed to be financially 
able to take trips and provide himself with everything he needed. 

^recalled having heard Subject refer to a trip 
he took to Germany in about 1936, presumably for the purpose of witnessing 
the olynpic games there, but he was unable to advise whether Subject had 
financed himself on this trip or not. 


It was stated that Subj ect subscr ibed to numerous picture 
magazines similar to Life magazine but^m^P could not recall ever 
having observed any propaganda literature in Subject's room other than 
an occasional pamphlet or booklet which appeared to be anti-Sendtic in 
character. Subject received very little personal mail at his home ad¬ 
dress. Letters received by him there for the most part have 
of advertisements, bills, and local mail of a similar nature.

indicated that he was of the opinion that Subject received most of his 
mail at 634 West 15th Street, where he operates the Aryan Book Store. 

According to Subject had very few visitors and 

had never been particularly frienoly with anyone in the household. Sub¬ 
ject was never known to expose any of his political or social opinions 
to the other members of the house and had refrained from expressing any 
pro-Nazi sympathies that he might possess.

Subject did not possess a private telephone in his room

_finformed that he had no particular complaint to make. He stated 

that Subject kept his room very neat and had ho bad personal habits, and 
was i n all resp ects a very desirable tenant. On further questioning, how¬ 
ever, ^^m^recalled that Subject had intertained a young lady about 
fiftee^o^sixteen years of age, and that she had come to his room on 
several occasions^On one occasion the young girl was found in DIESEL 1 S 
room by^mm^who asked her what she was doing t here. an$ 
replied that she was waiting for HANS DIEBEL to return, 
told the young girl she must not wait for DIEBEL in his room ana re- 
cuestetM^iyaot to call on them at the house again. The girl left and 
flH^J^^^psubsequeatly reprimanded Subject for interteining girls 
Tr^u^roo®^ Since that incident, which occurred about two years ago. 
Subject has not been known to have any other women in his room. 




I advised that neither he nor his wife had 
ever known the identity of the girl referred to above. He was also 
unable to state whether Subject had engaged in immoral relations with 
the young girl. 


^^HH^J^was unable to furnish any pertinent in¬ 
formation conce^un^Tn^background and history of Subject other than 
to state that DIEBEL had come to the United States' from Germany and 
that he was an optometrist by profession and had formerly been employed 
in this capacity by the Southwest Optical Company of Los Angeles but 
had lost his job with that concern when he was denied his citizenship.

Subject also advised that he is single, has no dependents, 
was born in Marburg, Germany, January 21, 1907, that he filed his ' 
declaration of intention to become a citizen and his petition for 
citizenship, both in Los Angeles, California, and that he had com¬ 
plied with the Alien Registration Act and gave his alien registration 
number as 4588722.

On the same day a woman called an individual at the 
Deutsches Haus and inquired whether they intended to continue to show 
German films. It was stated that they did not know at that time. It 
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was also stated that the Deutsches Haus belongs to the organisa tion so 
they could not forbid them to have shows as they had prohibited 
from doing. It was stated that they had a mailing list to notify 
people concerning the show. It was further indicated that there would 
be a dance and concert at the Deutsches Haus on Sunday, May 18, 1941* 

It Isbelleved that the individual referred to by Con¬ 
fidential Informant in this instance was Subject HANS DIESEL 

inasmuch as he ia known to operate the Aryan Book Store located in the 
same building as the Deutsches Haus, and it has also been reported to 
this office that he runs the projection machine for the motion picture 
films being shown at the Deutsches Haus. 

Confidential Informantadrlsed that he believes 
Subject DIESEL is the real head of the Qerman-American Bund in the Los 
Angeles Area, and that HERMAN SCHWINN, who has been reported to be the 
head of the Bund, does not rank as high in that organisation as Subject 
DIEBEL. 


_ Confidential Informant vised on May 7, 1941 that 

l^^m^^^phadbeen In contact with HERMAN SCHWINN and at that time 
SC WINN aeked^^H^Lf anyone had questioned him concernin g a lice nse, 
apparently referring to a license to show moving pictures. 
answered "no". SCHWINN then said he had been questioned in connection 
with the Deutsches Haus and had advised hie questionner that the license 
belonged to HANS DIEBEL in person and not to the Bund. 

In the report of Special AgentLos 
Angeles, California, dated January 22, 1941, on page thirteen, paragraph 
four, DIEBEL stated that he was not a member of the German-Ameri can Bund 
after 1936, when he had been dropped from membership on orders from 
headquarters. This statement was made by DIEBEL at his petition for 
naturalization in the United States District Court for the Southern 
District of California before Judge CAMPBELL E. BEAUMONT, at which time 
the Government wae represented by Mr. BRUCE BARBER*, Naturalization In¬ 
spector with the United States Naturalization and Immigration Service. 

It appears that DIEBEL reiterated on several occasions 
during the hearing that he is no longer a member of the German-American 
Bund andhadno^beena member since 1936, while in the report o f Sp ecial 
’entl^H^HHIi^^P Baltimore, Maryla nd, date d Ma y 29, 1941, 

furnished informa¬ 
tion Snd memoranda dated July 31, 1937, August 1, 1937, August 2, 1937, 
and August 3, 1937, which reflected that Subject DIEBEL was still at¬ 
tending meetings of the Bund and was taking an active part in the or¬ 
ganization. 


On August 1, 1937, on a trip to San Gabriel, DIEBEL 
remarked to KEHDZIA, another member of the German-American Bund, as 


follows: "Well, you know It is dangerous for us 0. D. to marry* We 
have a job ahead of us and marriage would give us too many responsi¬ 
bilities* For instance ever since 1 have been in this movement (bund) 
1 have dropped my interest In everything else, even astronony, a hobby 
of mine." 


On the same day DIESEL disclosed that the Bund out here 
and in San Id ego is in close touch with the Gold Shirts of Mexico. He 
stated that "two Mexican army officers visited the Los Angeles Bund last 
week and one was a general* They are said to have between 100,000 and 
200,000 members and there appears to be plenty of trouble brewing across 
the border." 


On August 2, 1937 DIEBEL was quoted by^^g^^as 
having stated "the Silver Shirt leaders drop in here every once in a 
while. No one except three or four of us who know who they are* When 
they come we have a few casual drinks with them and then retire to our 
office for conference* We constantly keep in touch with them and work 
together* We are also acquainted with the coranandera of the Gold 
Shirts of Mexico and help them in their plans* No one knows this. With 
about 200,000 members in Mexico they are now ready to spring their revo¬ 
lution. They are very powerful in Mexico and prepared to do a thorough 
job."

DIEBEL further stated that "a one hundred percent American 
Nasi movement existed in the United States but that it still is In Its 
infancy. He said the Los Angeles bund has helped to organise the post 
in the Los Angeles district. He said they have a storm flag for the 
organization which is Stars and Stripes with blue swastika in the center 
of the flag." 


The Los Angeles file contains photostatic copies of two 
photographs, one depicting Subject DIEBEL standing by a large swastika 
in a bund ctmp outside of Los Angeles, and another photograph of DIEBEL 
standing at a propaganda atand, on the reverse side of which is written, 
in what is believed to be DIEBEL'S own handwriting, the following: 



HansDlebel 

Translated to mean: 

(To my Storm Troop friend, 

Hans Dlebel, Los Angeles Division 
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All of this would indicate that Subject DIEBEL perjured 
himself at the petition for citizenship hearing, and it is believed 
that prosecutive action might be well-founded on the basis of the 
above information. 



It ie noted on page two of the report of Special Agent 
Baltimore, Maryland, dated May29, 1941, that refer¬ 
ence Is made to the original notes 'which the report 

was prepared. Ho mention i s made as t^wnetner or not these notes were 
obtained fromfl^^^Hj^Pand placed in the files of the Baltimore

It is believed that if these notes were made at the time 
tn^statements were alleged to have been made by Subject DIEBEL, they 
would be valuable at any legal proceeding brought against Subject, in¬ 
asmuch as they might be used byshould he be called to testify 
at any future date.

DETAILS: 


This report Is based on a review of the principal and affiliated 


The following is a^umaiy of the investigation to date In this 
case, and as a result of this investigation there is being set forth the 
evidenoe adduced to show a possible violation of the Registration Aot. 
Before presenting the information of an evidentiary nature, it Is felt 
that the first set out brief outline of the background of HANS DIESEL 
will be helpful In gathering a better understanding of the entire picture 


In the report of Speoial dated Deo ember 14, 

1940, at Los Angeles, on page 3, there l^se^ou^tn^rollowing information 
obtained from the State Department: HANS DIEBEL* s application for reentry 
permit #1,089,309, on which reentry permit #1,092,521 was issued on Hay 19, 

1936, reflected that he originally arrived in the United States on the S.S. 
Bremen at New York City on June 4, 1929, and intended to sail from New York 
on June 11, 1936, on the S.S. Sanaa. He returned to the United States on 
Ootober 2, 1936, on the S.S. Deutschland, and his address was given an 
1814 Tobeman Street, Los Angeles, California. The application reflects 
that ho was bom on January 21, 1907, at Uarburg, Germany, and gave the 'KX-T

ACTING AS AN AGENT FOR A FOREIGN PRINCIPAL 


The f ollowing information i« taken from the report of Speolal 
Agent^m^^l^^^^dated December 14, 1940, at Los Angeles, which 
report contains information obtained at an Interview with subjeot at 
the offloe of the Naturalisation Servloe on Deoember 9, 1940, during 
whloh subject was under oath: 

On page 4, there is the statement by DIEBEL- to the effect that 
until February 1940, he did nothing but work in the book store] further, 
th%t he had been associated with the Aryan Book Store since 1956. 

On page 5, in reference to DIEBEL* s membership in the German 
American Bund, he stated that he became a member in July 1956, at which 
time the name of the Bund was the Friends of New Germany. However, it 
was DIEBEL* a opinion that the Bund was the successor to the Friends of 
New Germany and that it was about the time the new order oame from the 
State Department in Washington that this change in name occurred. With 
reference to hi a dropping out of the Bund, he stated that he was officially 
notified of this on about January 1, 1936. He also stated that when the 
* United States Government required that only American citirene could be 
members of the German American Bund, he dropped his aotlve membership and 
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wont to a group known as the Prospective Cltisons Adjunct of the Bund. 

DIEBEL maintained that since that tine he has not been a eo-oalled full 
member of the Bund. 

Also on page 5* when questioned oonoernlng the operation of the 
book store, DIKBKL stated that it aotually belonged to the Deutsohes Haua 
and that it was run solely on the sales of books and periodicals, and that 
a sales tax was paid to the State of California every three months. DIEBEL 
admitted that he was considered the proprietor of the store. It was ascer¬ 
tained that the Aryan Book Store is operated under State Permit No. AA-468SO, 
which was taken out in the name of the German American Bund and signed for 
by AKHO^ISSA, Vioe President. 

On page 6 of the above mentioned report, in connection with the 
periodicals and publications sold at ths book store, DIEBEL admitted that 
he sends to Germany from #1.00 to #2.00 a year.for payment to the publishers 
of the "News of Germany"j also that he pays $3.00 a year to the publishers 
of "World Servioe"* and further, that these are the only two foreign news¬ 
papers that he pays for, and that they seem to oome more or less regularly. 

Be further stated that while paying for only one copy, he would on some 
occasions reoelve five or six oopies of these German publications, but he 
denial selling them to Interested parties, stating that they were left on 
display and frequently individuals would ask to take them home, and he 
would let them do so. 

In connection with the publication "World Service", DIEBEL was 
questioned as to whether he ever advertised in this publication, and 
although he replied that he did not order an advertisement, nevertheless 
"World Service" onoe published an advertisement of the book store without 
his consent or information. Upon further questioning, subject stated that 
the approximate period over which he advertised in the "World Service" covered 
perhaps two or three Issues, and that to pay for the publication of this 
advertisement he sent in a donation to Erfurt, Germany, in which country 
"World Service" is published. Upon being shown a eopy of "World Service" 
issue of April 15 and May 1, 1939, this issue being a double number, 
subject identified an advertisement appearing therein ae his* whioh 
stated, "Knowledge is the first steppingstone to liberty and freedom. 

Aryan Book Store, E,0 dI£S 2X., 634 West 15th Street, Los Angeles, California. 

If you wish to read uncensored, enlightening literature on the Jewish 
Communist!o question, write to above book store and ask for prloe list 
by enclosing return postage. Truth brings liberation." Subject further 
etated that he received many responses from this advertisement. 

On page 6, reference is made to the statement made by DIEBEL 
that during the years that he did nothing but operate the book store, 
up until the time he was employed by the Southwest Optical Company, he 
reaeived no compensation from the Aryan Book Store or the Deutsohes Hsus; 
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rather, that he lived on his savings aooount. Further information in this 
connection is set forth on pages 16 and 17 of the statement before Natural¬ 
isation Officer BARBER, a oopy of whioh statement was forwarded to the Bureau. 

On page 8, further information is set forth in response to 
questions asked DISBEL concerning the German published newspapers or 
periodicals received, in whioh ha stated, "1 might have received some 
whioh were sent to me voluntarily." He advised further that he received 
German published newspapers "whenever a German ship oomes in, but now, 
however, because of the war, shipments are later." At this time, subject 
listed the Frankfurter Naohrlohten as a dally newspaper published in 
Frankfurter, Germany* which he reaeived more or lees regularly. Subject 
stated that while he was & subscriber to this paper, sometimes he reoelved 
more than one copy. 

A further statement of DIEBEL was recorded to the effeot that he 
reoelved Boersen Zeietveg, a German newspaper whioh reaches him via Siberia. 
Subject also stated that he was a subscriber for MANFRSD^APP's Transooean 
News Service. In addition to the newspapers mentioned, DiEBEL stated that 
he get8 a Spanish paper from Madrid, Spain, as well as other publications 
which are sent to him uncensored. He further stated that he had written 
to the Antl-Coanmniat League in Montreal, Canada, in 1936, and has sinoe 
been getting literature from them. 

On page 9, refer enoe_wag made to the Bureau letter of September 13, 
jO 1940, entitled "H. DIEBEL; Registration Act", whioh advises 

that it was ascertained from a Confidential source that the ohief organisation 
for the dissemination of German propaganda in this oountry appears to be 
the Deutsche Fiohta Bund, which has its headquarters at Hamburg, Germany, 
and Is under the management of THBODOREfr&ESSEKEXER and his assistant, 

OSCAR PHABS. In connection therewith, xt was ascertained by the Bureau 
that the Aryan Book Store at 634 West 16th Street, Loa Angeles, writes to 
the Frankfurter Zeltung enclosing anti-Jewish propaganda and asks for 
German propaganda material to be sent to it. 

Although professing not to be an aotive member of the Bund, 
subsequent to the ruling made by the State Department concerning the 
oititenship of Bund members, reference is made on page 25 of this report, 
wherein DIEBEL admits acoonpaDying HERMANNJBCHW1NN on a trip up the West 
Coast in 1958 to visit various Bund olubs* 

Subject was also questioned oonoemlng his relations with the 
German Consul, Dr. GYSSLING, and he stated that he bad not talked with 
him sinoe 1936. Further questioning, as appearing on pages 26, 27 and 26, 
brought forth admissions by DIEBEL that he did speak on the seme programs 
with the German Consul, and more recently than 1936, as he first stated. 

Also, in connection with DIEBEL* s statement that he had not had much to do 
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with the German Consul , there appears onpege 28 information obtained 
from Los Angeles Confidential Znfonnant^^l^to the effeet that on 
0ctoberl2^1940^^^H|m|Bof the German Consulate , this oily, oon- 
taoted^^fm^UTanother employee of the Consulate, and asked that 
DIEBB, be asked to be at the Consulate at 2i00 p.M. on that date.

In the report of Special dated Febr uary 13. 

is Angeles origin, entitled aliases; 

with aliases - Espionage", it is set forth that MBS DIEBEL, 
together with others, made a trip into the desert, where rifle praotioe was 
engaged in. It was further stated that most of the Bund members had 
secured their firearms through the National Rifle Association, but it 
is presently believed that the Bund members haws discontinued actual 
shooting with rifles*

In the report of Special Agentdated Maroh 20, 

1941, at Los Angeles, in connection with Instant case, there appears on 
page' 6 a statement by JOHN HANS ADAWMoCHMIDT to the effeot that the 
uniforms worn by DIEBEL and his associate a were aotually the uniforms 
of the Storm Troopers (Strun Abtellung-S.R.), and that these Storm Troopers 
were trained in rough and tumble street fighting. It was noted, as a 
result of the interview with SCHMIDT, that he was unable to furnish 
information of aurrent interest in oonneotion with Nazi activities in 
this area, einoe his oonneotions in this matter ooourred about six years 
ago. 

Reference is egain made to the report of Special Agent \ _ 

_lln thecase, dated August 18, 1977, wherein appears the 

result of an interview with HERMANlO^CHWINN, at which time SCHWINN 
advised that DIEBEL is an employee of the Aryan Book Store located 
in the Bund house. Also on page € of this report there is set forth 
what purports to be an unofficial list of the membership of the Storm 
Troopers group of tiie German American Bund, on whloh list appears the 
name of HANS DIEBEL. 


Reference is made to the report of Speolal Agent I 

_►dated Deo ember 26, 1940, at San Franolsoo, in oonneotion with the 

subjeot of this oase, wherein is set forth information that is a part 
of the records of the State Board of Equalisation at Sacramento, Cali¬ 
fornia, and indicates that insignificant amounts of sales tax were paid 
by the book store; also that in the opinion of the Board officer, a 
bona fide book store was not being operated at this location. 


In the report of Speoial Agant^m^Q^^^Hp dated January 22, 
1941, at Los Angeles, considerable informationi^se^'orth concerning 
DIEBEL and his activities, which information was obtained at the final 
hearing on subject's petition for naturalisation, which occurred on 
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January 9 and 10, 1941, On page 3 of this report, DIEBEL indicated that 
he had been operating the Aryan Book Store at 634 Weat 15th Street, Los 
Angeles, in the Deuteohee Haus, putting out literature published entirely 
in America, he olaimed, in order to give the people of this country the 
other aide of the story. He also stated that he has operated the book 
store sinoe the spring of 1936, continuously, re a el-ring no pay, and that 
the book store puts out books both in English and in German, reselling 
them in order to expose some of the undermining influences present in 
America, 


It is further indioated on page 3 of this report that DIEBEL 
stated that he had sold fiiglish and Canadian literature end that the 
prioe list of the Aryan Book Store whioh had been produeed at the 
Naturalization hearing, bearing a swastika imprinted on it, was not 
a true list of the book store inasmuch as this swastika had been super¬ 
imposed upon it. Further questioning in oonneotion with the type of 
literature sold by the book store brought forth a modified statement 
from DIEBEL to the effeot that he had disseminated oopies of the "World 
Service". 


DIEBEL further mentioned in the course of this hearing, as 
referred to on page 4 of the above report, that -while he did not sell 
any German publications, he nevertheless did have some to give swsy. 

He admitted personally rsedlng the Berliner Borsen-Zeitung end the 
Berliner Borsen-Beitung, which were Identified as A.M. and P.M. news¬ 
papers in Germany. 

During DIEBEL*s Naturalization hearing, a picture was produced 
of 27 men in uniform, with DIEBEL sitting on the extreme left in front. 
These uniforms were explained as ushers* uniforms worn by ushers at the 
German House meetings for the proteotion of guests and those who were 
lecturing there. Another name, however, for these uniformed men would 
be "Order Di-vision of Ushers" or "O.D.", allhough DIEBH. admitted in 
this oonneotion that the presa referred to them as Storm Troopers. 

Another photograph was produoed at this hearing, as referred 
to on page 6 of the above report, whloh represented FRIT^^EUHN as the 
speaker, who was the former leader of the German American Bund, and it 
also showed DIEBEL. The soene w^e at Hindenburg Park, now oalled La 
Cresoenta Pionio Grounds, and thers also appeared in the photograph 
men in uniform, supposedly proteoting the speaker. The date was fixed 
for this photograph as being just before KUHN* a apprehension in New York 
City for fraud. 

There was also produoed a red leaflet whloh was an announcement 
for Nay Day, April 26, 1936, printed in German, and mentioning DIEBEL. 
There was a translation appended to it, but DIEBEL objected to this

translation, stating that one particular word, "Bolksgenosee", had been 
given the translation "raoial comrades". A compromise was effected, 
however, and the interpretation was finally allowed as "fellow countrymen", 
although a literal translation eould properly be "raoial oomrades". 

There was also produoed a ticket dated April £6, 1936, as set 
forth on page 6 of the above report, concerning whioh DIEBEL admitted 
that this referred to some festival at Hindenburg Park. Be also referred 
to another organization whioh, translated into Bhglish, would mean 
"Shooting Sooiety". The tioket bore the insignia "FD ND", with a 
swastika shooting out of the "D". DIEBEL admitted that this meant 
"Freund Dos Nuenen Deutsohland", or "F r iends of New Germany" and that 
this was the symbol of the German American Bund. He also stated that 
an old out used by the German American Bund must have been used before 
it dropped its association with the Friends of New Germany. 

On page 8 of the above mentioned report and in connection with 
the California Weokruf, DIEBJ& stated that he did not know whether this 
publication was that of the Bund, but the statement was read at the hearing 
to the effeot that this publication was that of the Bund, the statement 
being based on a quotation taken from the paper itself. Further in 
oonneotion with this publication, the question was asked DIEBQ, as to 
whether the symbol thereon was a swastika, to whioh he answered that 
it oould be. The translation appearing below the swastika on this 
publioation was, "True we are to the Star Spangled Benner, though 
German blood remains German blood." 

Further reference is made to page 11 of this report, wherein 
is oontained an answer by DIEBEL to the effeot that oopies of "World 
Servioe”, whioh is published in Germany and to whioh he had formerly 
subscribed, are now being sent to him voluntarily, and that on oooasions 
he may receive as nmny as twelve oopies. 

On pagd 12 of this report and in oonneotion with thi publioation, 
Zeltung Beitung, he stated that he reoeived only single oopies and that 
he subsoribes to only one paper, namely, Frankfort Zeltung. 


DIEBEL further admitted during the eourae of this hearing, as 
indioated on page 13 and subsequent pages of the above report, to having 
oopies of various pamphlets and books on display in the book store, whioh 
publications are a s follows: "Truth A bout Enrland". a pu blioation of 
TBUITT W/1BDGHES, 

also, "The Key to the Mystery", whicIThe reoeived from Canada? ■'Amerieani- 
zatlon versus Communism"; "Liberation", (a Petty publioation on world 
affairs); and "Edmonton's Bulletin", whioh gives the American viewpoint 
and the other side of the story, he claims. DIEBEL denied that he had 
any books in German other than "Mein Kampf", but that he had no book on 
National Socialism as praotioed in Germany. 



On page 16 of the above mentioned report is a statement ty 
DIEBEL that the purpose of the German American Bund was to combat 
anti-German feeling, and further, that "it is a political organization 
of necessity because of the German polltioal persecution In the United 
States." It is also mentioned that the statement was again made by 
DIEBEL that he had received no pay as manager of.the book store and 
that the money received had been put into rent or paid to the German 
American Bund, whioh held the lioense for the Deutschea Haus and revealed 
its stook. The statistics from the State Board of Equalisation showed 
that the total amount of sales from January 1936 to the third quarter 
of 1940 totaled a little over 42,000. DIEBEL again stated at this time 
that he had a little aoeount of his own and also reoeived his meals at 
the Deutsches Baus. 

A further statement appears on page 16 of this report to the 
effeat that DIEBEL went to the New York National Convention of the German 
American Bund with HERMANN SCHWINN, claiming that he aoted in the capacity 
of chauffeur. He also admitted on this oocasion that he had toured various 
Bund units In Oregon on the West Coast, although he never spoke on any of 
these cooasions. 

Page 17 of this report contains a statement by DIEBEL to the 
effect that on the occasion of his various trips, referred to above, 
he had worn an usher's uniform, otherwise known as the Order Division 
uniform, but that he did not wear any pin with the initials "A.V.* 
with the swastika rising from it, which pin designated membership in 
the American Volks-Bund, DIEBEL stated that his only reason for going 
to these conventions or on these trips in 1937 was to aooompany SCHWINN 
in uniform. 

On page JI9 of the above re port is set forth information obtained 
from had taken him past 

the Deutsches Haus for eeventeenyears. testified to the faot 

that in the hook store he had seen a piowr^o^Eitler on the hook "Mein 
Kampf", and that on one oooaslon while in the store, he notioed that 
ly the bookcase was at the right hand side of the door of the Deutsohes Haus 
\\ a a one entered, and that two men and several women entered, clioked their 

V heels, and gave a salute to the bookoase, with the right hand held a 

little above horizontal, palm down, s houlders straight, apparently to 
the pioture of Hitler in this oase. ^^lalsc testified that there 
were two oar to one in the bookoase - one of the Lord's Last Supper, showing 
President Roosevelt as the Lord, with his twelve apostles, no names being 
given, but all were of definite Jewish character. The other oar toon was 
a pioture of a gopher burrowing a large hole under the White House, coming 
up under itj its head was significantly Jewish with a large Jewish nose. 
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Palso testified to having handled bundles of pap ers 
and magazines* many of them bearing German stamps and postmarks, 
further stated that some of the literature was closed and some unclosed, 
while many of those received were dally newspapers and some books, 

- Referenee is also made-to the report of Special Agent 
dated Uay 29. 1941. at Baltimore. Maryland, in con neotlon with t he 
subjeot of this oase. which Is based on an Interview with^HH^HjHl 
who previously had been active in the German Amerloan Bund Tfoi^n^purpo s e 
of learning how deeply embedded this organization was in the Unit ed States. 
In this report are speoifio references to DIESEL, though^pm^admitted 
knowing DIESEL only superficially. 


The following statement, se^forth on page 2 of the above report, 
came from the original notations by^^p^^) to the effect that on July 31, 
1937, while he was a member of the Buno^he had conversations with BANS 
DIEBEL in connection with a suspected Investigator, in which DXEBKL made 
the statement, "Be careful of your conversation; I think you are right; 
tha t fellow is probably an Investigator." The individual referred to was 
who was subsequently eased out of the Deutschee Eaua. 

Under date of August 1, 1937, and again from the notes of 
as appearing on page 3 of the above report, are statements 
DIEBHL to the effeot that "there are so many Russian Nazis here. 
They have unite ell over the country, just like the Italian Fascists. 

We are also tied in with them. Trotsky*a coming to Mexloo has a hidden 
meaning. Be has come for a purpose. Trotsky it behind the Gold Shirt 
revolution In Mexloo. Russian Nazis are with him." 



Also under date of Augue^l, 1937, while on a trip with DIESEL 
and KKNDZIA, both baobelors,flMH|^waa asked whether he was married, 
and when he told them "No", DIEEE^stated, "Well, you know, it is dangerous 
for us O.D.*s to marry. We have a job ahead of us and marriage would give 
ua too many responsibilities. For instanoe, ever since I have been in 
this movement (Bund), I have dropped interest in eveiy th ing else, even 
astronomy, a hobby of mine." In conneotlon with this trlp.^PH^Bstated 
that DIEBEL disclosed that the Bund out here and in San Diego is in close 
touoh with the Gold Shirts of Uexloo; that two Mexican Amy officers had 
visited the Los Angeles Bund last week; that one of these officers was a 
Generali that they are said to have between 100,000 and 200,000 members, 
and there appears to be plenty of trouble brewing aoross the border. 

Under date of August 2, 1957, and again from the notds 
as appearing on page 4 of the above report, were set forth etatement^oy^ 
DIEBEL to the effeot that the Silver Shirt leaders "drop In here every 
onoe In a while. No one exoept three or four of us know who they are. 

When they oome, we have a few casual drinks with them and then retire to 
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our office for conference. We consequently keep In touoh with them and 
work together. We ere also acquainted with the Commander of the Gold 
Shirts of Mexico end help them in their plane. No one knows this* 

With about 200.000 members in Mexico, they ere now reedy to Bpring 
their revolution. They are very powerful in Mexioo end prepared to 
do e thorough job.* 

DIEEH, also stated that e 100$ American Nasi movement existed 
in the United States and that It is still in its infancy} also that they 
have a storm flag for the organisation, which is the Stars and Stripes 
with a blue swastika in the center of the flag. 


(also stated that DIESEL was propaganda chief for the 
entire Far West distrlotj that all German propaganda which rsaohsd the 
hands of readers in the Far West district went through the hands of 
the distributing agent. D1EBEL.

On pages 21 through 24 of the above mentioned report of 
Special Agent^^^^mi^l^)dated December 14, 1940, are recorded 
questions and answere^iromthe naturalization hearing of subject 
with reference to various cartoons reported to have been on display 
at the book store of subject. One of the cartoons, which subject 
identified, was entitled "Onward, Jewish Soldiers", and subject ad¬ 
mitted having this cartoon on display in the book s tore. Subject, 
however, was unable to identify the source from which this cartoon 
was obtained, stating that he just received a bunch from a man at 
which time the man instructed him "to just give them away". Another 
cartoon which subject identified,more specifically referred to on 
page 22 of the above mentioned report, was entitled "Jews started 
the war, Jens profit from the war — Let them do the fighting." 
Subject stated that this also was a cartoon which was left at his 
place by an unknown man which was intended for free distribution. 
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Other cartoons intended as anti-Semitic propaganda were also identi¬ 
fied at this hearing by subject, -which cartoons are in the possession 
of l£r. BARBER of the naturalization office. On page 23 of the above 
mentioned report subject was specifically asked If he believed that 
the Jew was a menace, as shown in one of these cartoons, "History of 
the United States", and subject replied that he really thought the Jew 
was a menace to this country* .

Below this scene is shown a face view 
of several outstanding individuals, among whom are president Roosevelt, 
Wendell Willkie, and others prominent in public affairs. Beneath the 
face view of these men is printed the sentence, "We planned it this way". 
The second cut is entitled "The Answer to the Betrayal" and sets forth 
various scenes with inscriptions printed beneath them which are as

CONCERNING REGISTRATION UNDER THE ACT 


Reference is made to the report of Special Agent| _ 

_ Fdated December 14, 1940, at Los Angeles, wherein, on page 11, 

is set forth statement by DIEBEL indicating he had corresponded with 
the Department of State at Washington early in the year, inquiring 
whether or not he should register as an agent of Germany. After 
filling out a questionnaire furnished him by the Department of State, 
DIE BEL stated he had never registered inasmuch as he is not an agent 
of any foreign principal. By Bureau letter dated April 9, 1941, 
there was forwarded to the Los Angeles Field Division photostatic 
copies of the correspondence between the Department of State and 
HANS DIEBEL. This consisted of a letter from the Department of State 
dated November 30, 1939, addressed to the ARYAN BOOK STORE, enclosing 
a pamphlet entitled "Agents of Foreign Principals and of Foreign 
Governments",and also a copy of letter from the Department of State 
dated May 4* 1940, which had reference to the Department's letter of 
November 30, 1939, and also a.letter from HANS DIEBEL dated May 17, 
1940, addressed to CHARLES r^YOST- of the Department of State, 
acknowledging receipt of the letter of May 4 and advising that he, 
DIEBEL, is not an agent for any foreign government nor an agent for 
a foreign principal.

v when he had traveled in Germany. He admitted that he was a member of 
the Storm Troopers of the German-American Bund and that he wore the 
uniform of this organization. He also stated he was occasionally 
affiliated with the Bund in all of their activities; that his sympathies 
have been with Germany at times. He stated he is not in full accord 
with HITLER but thinks he has done a lot of good. His associations have 
been with Germans who lived in Germany but he does not know whether they 
are part of the Nazi Government. • He stated that he is carrying HITLER'S 
speeches in his store, that he did not see evidence on the part of the 
Bund to imitate the National Socialist' Party, that he has corresponded

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■with W. D. F5LU5Y of the Silver Shirts. He also stated that the connec¬ 
tion of the Bund and the basic test of Naziisrc in Germany might sway one 
way or the other but he did not know just what the connection might be. 
He also stated that his understanding was that the purpose of the Bund 
wa3 to combat Communism. He stated that he believed in a negotiated 
peace and that he did not want this country to win a very definite 
victory because he did not want Germany to be disgraced. 

After hearing the evidence presented before it the Board re¬ 
ported finding that the subject-alien is not only a member of the German 
American Bund but one of its principal leaders, that his sympathies are 
with Germany and against the United States. The board recommended that 
in viev? of its findings the subject be interned. The Attorney Qeneral 
so directed an order dated February 6, 19^2. 

The Bureau has advised that this subject, whose FBI number is 
2553618, has no prior criminal record.

MEMORANDUM FOR HR* LADD 

RE: GERMAN-AUERICAN BUND 
VOORHIS ACT 
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Reference Is made to the Indictments returned against numerous 
leaders of the German-American Bund in New Yor k -City on July 7, 1942. 

It will be recalled that 29 Bund leaders were indicted for a -violation of 
the Selective Service Act, in that they assisted in the distribution of a Bund 
order to all Bund members urging noncompliance with the Selective Service Act. 
Twenty-six of these same 29 Bund leaders were also indicted for a violation of 
the Allen Registration Act, in that they aided in the distribution of a Bund 
order urging alien members of Bund affiliates not to indicate their affiliation 
at the time they registered as aliens. For record purposes, there is set out 
hereinafter the status of each of those indicted as to his citizenship. In 
those instances T.here the individual is. a naturalized American citizen the in¬ 
formation is set forth as to the action taken by the Bureau to effect his 
denaturalization. 

The following were indicted for both a violation of the Selective 
Service Act and the Alien Registration Act: 

Wilbur V. Keegan 

Keegan Is a native-born American citizen who has served as the National 
Attorney for the German-American Bund since 1933. 



Gerhard Wilhelm Kunze 

Kunze'is an American citizen by birth, having been torn at Camden, 

New Jersey, in 1906, of Gentian parentage. He served as National Leader of the 
German-American Bund, succeeding Fritz Kuhn, until his departure for L'exico in 
November, 1941. He is also under indictment at Hartford, Connecticut, for 
conspiracy to violate the Espionage Act along with Anastase A. Vonsiatsky; Otto y - 
Willumeit, mentioned hereinafter; Wolfgang Etell and Kurt tlolzahn. Trial at 
that point is scheduled to begin on July 28, 1942. ... * 

Gustav Elmer 

"Elmer was bom at Freising, Germany, on September 12, 1890. He 
immigrated to the United States, in 1926 and was naturalized at Jersey 
City, New Uersey, in 1935. He served as National Treasurer of the German- 
American Bund. In the past he has resided at 1688 2nd Avenue, New; York 
A memorandum was submitted to the Criminal Division un^^r-'^ate of 
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April13 t 1942, regarding denaturalization of Elmer and civil proceedings were 
filed in the Federal Court at New York City on July 7, 1942, as the first 
step in effecting this denaturalization.

SCHWINN. HANS DIESEL introduced me to HERMANN SCHWINN and told SCHWINN that 
I had a good device for saving gasoline which 1 could get for him at a priee 
of *35,000. 


"HERMANN SCHWINN asked me for the plans, but I told him that I did 
not have them but could get them. By the plans, I mean the plans for the 
gasoline saving device mentioned above. HERMANN SCHWINN told me to try and 
get the plans for him so that he could look at them and that if they were any 
good he would get the money,($35»000)» 

"I went to the DEUTSCHES HAUS and met HERMAN SCHWINN whoa I knew 
from newspaper articles was reputedly a leader of the German-American Bund. 

As near as 1 can recall, SCHWINN asked me if 1 was successful in obtaining 
the plans of the gasoline saving device. DIEHEL told me that he knew the name 
of a German American fellow who could reproduce the gasoline saving device 
if I could get the device, meaning the gasoline saving device. I told SCHWINN 
that I would try and get this device and bring it to him.

1. At the time HERMAN MAX SCHWINN was placed under arrest at 
the Deutschos Haus, 6}h W. 15th Street, Los Angeles, California, on the 
evening of Docember li, I 9 I 4 I, SCHWINN was advised that a Presidential Warrant 
had been issued in Waohington calling for his arrest. SCHWINN was asked, 

"Wo would like t^ look around tho pronisos, do you have any objection if 

we do so?" SCHWINN replied, "I have no objections to any soarch you would 
care to make and I will get tho keys wliich will gain access to any part of 
tho premises." As previously stated SCHWINN did not by any conversation 
or attitude indicate that lie had any objections to tho search, and in fact 
appeared cooperative to such an extent that he apparently treated the whole 
thing very lightly. SCHWINN did nako available to tho agents tho keys to 
various doors to the Deutsches Haus, and in fact went with agents and un¬ 
locked the door to his own office and socured from there some additional 
keys which he stated would unlock any door in the Deutsches Haus.

DIEBEL was 
requested to remove the articles from his pocket^an^placeUien on the 
table. It is the recollection of Special Agent^HHHBUB that possibly 
the key to the Book Store was among the articles taken out of DIESEL'S pockets;

15. There was nothing in the building other than the actual 
corporate records which were seized to indicato that the Deutsches Haus 
was owned or operated by a corporation. 

Photographs of the Deutsches Haus wero made on June 3, 19bb 
showing the various rooms and interior of the premises. It will be noted 
that none of the partitions or doors of the Deutsches Haus had been changed 
from the timo from December b, l?hl to the time the photographs were taken 
on Juno 3rd, although the premises had been cleaned up prior to s ale« The 
at the present tine, whic h_had beon under the co ntrol of 
alien property custodian, Angele^^iad 

been recently sold to the T.V.G. ('ni^eroin Gerhahil)“Corporation. 

The photogra phs referred to above will be brought to Washington 
by Special Agentwhen he is notified that hi s appearance is necessary. 
It will be noted that Special Agent^|^|^^^^^^ is the only one who can 
testify to the apprehension of HAWS DIEBEL.
